The Apoſtle's Logick is, If yt are 
Chriſt's, then are ye Abraham's, this Logick is jure divinos 
but co reckon from Abraham to Chriſt is jure humane ; if 
re Abraban's, a Child of a Believer, therefore 
Chriſt's, is ſuch Logick the holy Apoſtle condemns, 
therefore yh not Man juſtify it.
